THE JEWS OF LONDON 


[TH . YIDDISH QUARTER IS F'OME 
OF A RACE APART. 


The Wealthy Hebrew Soon Enters In- 
to English Véays, But the Cvery- 
day Inhabitant of the Ghetto Does 
All His Chaffering on the Streets 
and Lives a Primitive C iental Sort 
of Existence. 


The London Ghetto is a world of its 
own. If you weuld know how Jews 
werk and play, and pray and read and 
drink, marry and rear children— 
dezens of chiidren—it is in the near 
Last, between Aldgate and Stepney, 
Leman street and Brick lane you must 
linger. Hereabouts live all the real 
workaday Jews; in Maica Vale and 
Park Jane and Viccadilly there ure 
bul thessimulacra. — 

The Jews hes not yet learnt to be 
both a good sw and a man of sub. 
stance, with a stake in the country, all 
at once, though the Jew of Park lane 
and him of Petticoat lane have a con- 
necting link in their common physing- 
nomvy and their common language, for 
Yiddish still remains a “lingua fran- 
ca’’ among all Jews. However wealth; 
and exalted his station, every Jew 
understands the meaning, though he 
may have lost the wit to practice Jew- 
ish ‘chine,’ 

Wentworth street, running from 
Middlesex street to Commercial street, 
is the shopping centre of the district. 
Here will be found such delicacies as 
tickled herrings and, Dutch pickled 
evenmbers. olives, ‘stuffed monkeys,” 
bolas, and the inevitable stacks of 
cold fried) fish. The Ghetto thirst 
seems mainly relieved by lemons; at 
least. every “Greener” who can find 
no immediate trade starts life by sell- 
ing “vine demons. dree a penny,” in 
the Lane: 

There is nething depressing, extern. 
ally. at all events, about the Chetto, 
She main tacroucshfares, Whitechap- 
el. Mile Bnd read: Commercial read, 
are fine. bread avenues, some flanked 
witis trees, and even the narrow off 
rtreets are vayer than inost poor dis- 
tricts, beeause poor Jews delight. in 
the cutducr life. Like all simple 
primitive peoples, the Jews exalt their 
daily provisioning and work—in so far 
az the modern factory system permits 
it—into a sort of lestival, There is ne 
fun in telephoning to your fish-monger 
to send the best salmon in the shop. 

But the Jewish matron, with three. 
pence to spend on a piece cf -hake or 
haddock, can pass trom one barrow to 
ancther probing with skilled finger 
the treshness ct the article, chafferiny 
with the vendor about the price and 
quality of his wares. You will see 
her in Wentwerth street wrinkling her 
eyebrows with scorn when fish is bad 
and dear, her pupils dilating in joy 
when shé.gets a bargain. : 

By going into the.open:market you 
caw, one day bring home little ‘octa- 
vonal Russian ral!s, or a loaf with its 
twist and poppy seeds, ur rye-bread, 
or sweet-bread, as the fancy takes you. 
Tis a pleasant two hours; whilst you 
have had gossip with your neighbors 
‘you have got the best of a hardened 
jeoster and you have provided a jolly 
, good dinner for the children return- 
ine home from school. 

A: soon as the air gets a little warm 
in this rather dampish country, at 
nearly every door an old lady, her 
days for marketing cver, will be found 
| seated on the step blinking in’ the 
su>, holding the skirts of her young 
;egrandchild and shrieking to those a 
year or so clder to come off the road- 
| way. Whenever possible the Jew pre- 
'fews to transact his: business in the 
| street; not only in the Ghetto will you 
!see hit: buying and selling, haggling, 
, talking and gesticulating on the pave- 
ment; he carries this tra‘t ta the hizh- 
er life of a diamond merchant in Hat. 
ton Garden or a broker in Throgmor- 
ton streed. 
| The standing offence to the ortho- 
I dox, fresh from Russia, is the palatial 
_ building in Middlesex street, the Jew- 
ish Board of Guardians, established 
in 1259 in Devonshire square to give 
Telief to the ‘strange poor’ hy. the 
lgranting of loans. ‘ 

The board has now an ineome of 
over $350,000; its activities are split up 
‘into a large number of committees; 
there are loan committees and Cistrass 
committees, apprenticeship commit- 
i tees, sanitary committees. And yet to 
the poor real Jow it is as heartrend- 
i+: to apply to “The Board’ for heip 
as is elsewhere an appeal to the work- 
| house, % 

Not that the poor Jew has any silly 
scruples about accepting money from 
i.ticher people. That he confidently re- 
| gards as their business; the Jewish 
j bexgar, the ‘Schnorrer,” is an insti- 
tution, as readers of Mr. Zangwill’s 
' boaks will know. 
| The following anecdote is a typical 

instance of the combined wit and im- 
pudence cf the Jewish begear; a 
Schnorrer demanded of a rich Jew 
the money fer a visit to Ostend, the 
doctor having told him that sea baths 


| rather demurred. Ostend was an ex- 
| pensive plece; could not he go some- 
| where a little cheaper? “Sir,” replied 
the Sechnorrer with dignity, ‘‘where 
my health is concerned [ ne-var con- 
sider the expense.”

BABY WOOD DUCKS; *: 


U 
The Journey to the Water When They 
Leave Their Lofty Nests. 

Somebody, Burroughs, | believe, sald 
“the notion that the mother duck takes 
the young birds one by one in ber beak 
and carries them to the creek is doubt- 
less erroneous.” I could vot see how 
else it could be done, writes a contrib- 
utor to the Youth's Companion, and 1 
spent several valuable days of several 
different years in trying to find out 
how it was done. 

The thing that puzzled me was how 
the mother wood duck (Aix sponsa) 
managed to get her numerous progeny 
down from their lofty cradle and upon 
the water without injuring them. I 
Was not alone In my ignorance; some 
very eminent ornithologists have won- 
dered about the matter as well. 

After.a five mile pull one hot June 
day I let my boat lie in the shade of 
some lofty. cottonwoods, that grew on 
the lake shore, while I lay back. and 
watched the play of shadows on tha 
calm water. 

A splash near by attracted my atten: 
tion, and I looked round to see 2 moth- 
er wood duck just alighting. There 
was a little one by her side, but I did 
not see how it got there. In a mo- 
ment the old duck rose, circled a few 
times to gain altitude, and made di- 
rect for a hole in a large dead tree a 
few rods-away.

In 
plder sattied’/placss where it. costs 
from one hundred to dae hundred and 
fifty dollars to rdise a colt to matur- 
ity, farmers aré not. goihg to raise 
colts unless they see a sure market 
for theny. “he dropping ‘of work in 
those piaces will cause a number of 
older and inferior horses to be shot. 
When it costs a cash outlay of thirty | 
dollars to, winter an idle horse, a! 
number of horses. are shot. This .thin- 
ning out of the horses and the smal- 
ler number of colts raised will redu- 
ce materieiy the number of horses 
in country. Then when times pick ‘up 
and the demand will be high. 

Where it costs so much to keep 
horses it, will not pay to hold them 
for that time, but in Wetaskiwin ‘‘dis- 
trict, where an idle horze can We kept 
for nothing, it will pay to keep them 
and to wa s.as many- colts as pos:
